As stated above, competency 
Hill be decided by the team of evaluator's analyzing the results of 
the tests. 

The candidate may choose the form of the particular test category 
(i.e. Basic Media , Endorsement and Professional Media Endorsement ) 
he/she is taking. Two forms of each testing category have been provided. 

TIME LIMITS FOR TESTING 

A two hour time limit has been set for the Basic Media Endorsement 
test with a forty-five minute time limit allotted for the Profec^lonal 
Media Endorsement^ test. 



EVALUATION 

Because there are so many possible answers for each test item, 
only sample answers have been provided in efforts to give the 
panel of evaluator's a general Idea of the type of answer the 
candidate should respond with. 

A panel of three evaluator's will analyze the responses of 
the candidate. Following this evaluation, it is suggested that 
the panel meet personally with the candidate to discuss results 
of the test. 

Because of the nature of the tests, it is imperative -that the 
evaluator's have an adequate background in the field of evaluation
